“Our residents love it,” 
he said. “Food trucks are 
really welcome in the 
neighbourhood.” 

Event co-ordinator 
Lauren O’Malley Norris 
said food trucks bring “a 
beautiful young dynamic" 
to the community. She 
noted that people who 
come to events where 
there are food trucks also 
spend money on other 
amenities in the town. 

One of the owners of 
the Yellow Pear food 
truck, Nicole Ridsdale, 
asked councillors to con¬ 
sider allowing a longer 
period of time for food 
trucks to park at a win¬ 
ery. 

Under the proposed 
legislation, one food truck 
would be allowed at a 
winery for a 24-hour peri¬ 
od once a week. That 
would be in addition to 
the current rules that per¬ 
mit wineries to hold 24 
special events per year. 

Ridsdale, who also 
operates a restaurant at 
Southbrook Vineyards, 
said she would like to see 
wineries have the option 
of having food trucks on 
site for two or three days 

"We're really big think¬ 
ers and really good cooks,” 
she said. 

Sid Friedman, one of 
founders of the Ontario 
Food Truck Association,

also questioned the 
24-hour clause. He said 
many visitors stay in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake for 
the weekend, visiting 
wineries, restaurants and 
other local businesses. 

“I’m really glad to see 
the community come 
together,” said Coun. 
Andrea Kaiser, after the 
public meeting. 

Coun. Martin Mazza 
wondered how the pro¬ 


posed bylaw changes 
would be enforced, but 
director of community 
and development servic¬ 
es John Henricks said he 
was confident that the 
majority of wineries 
would work within the 

Councillors voted in 
favour of receiving the 
recommendations from 
staff for the draft zoning 
bylaw amendments to 


allow food trucks to oper¬ 
ate at events on private 
property. 

There is no provision 
for permitting food trucks 
on public property with¬ 
out the consent of council 
or in the Queen Picton 
commercial zone. 

The amendments to 
the zoning bylaw will 
come to council for 
approval in December or 
in early 2014.

But with War of 1812

Too often, he said, it is 
easy to lose sight of the 
significance of 

Remembrance Day and 
to take for granted the 
freedom and opportuni¬ 
ties which generations of 
Canadians fought hard to 
preserve. 

The annual ceremony 
"gives us an opportunity 
as a nation to say thank 
you to all of these indi¬ 
viduals and their families, 
for their selfless actions 
and for defending our 
families, our friends, our 


homes, and our way of 
life.” 

There are millions 
around the world whose 
lives continue to be 
turned upside down, liv¬ 
ing in areas where vio¬ 
lence continues, he said. 

With the exception of 
the veterans and their 
families gathered at the 
Cenotaph, “many of us 
have no first-hand knowl¬ 
edge of war. Only they 
know the price that was 
paid for our freedom.” 

Eke mentioned the 
number of young people 
at the ceremony—in addi¬ 
tion to the Parliament 
Oak school choir and the 
local Air Cadets, many 
parents had brought their 
youngsters to attend the 

He hopes, he said, that 
parents “will pass along 
this knowledge to their 
children and grandchil¬ 
dren so the meaning of 
this day carries on 
through future genera¬ 
tions. And may they and 
their descendants never 
have to face the horror of

Most of Viola family safe as Julie heads home

Julie Viola is heading 
home to be with her rela¬ 
tives in the Philippines. 

The long-time Niagara- 
on-the-Lake resident and 
former nurse at the NOTL 
Hospital has family living in 
Roxas City, Capiz, one of 
the hardest hit areas from 
last week’s typhoon, she 

Her mother, her two sis¬ 
ters, a nephew and a sister- 
in-law survived the typhoon 
unscathed, although there 
was some damage to their 
homes. 

“But that’s okay, it’s just 
material things that are 
damaged. They’re safe, 
that’s all that matters.” 

Her mother is 87, dia¬ 
betic and in a wheelchair, 
she says, and requires look¬ 


ing after. 

“I won’t relax until I go 
home and see for myself 
that everyone’s okay. I know 
it won’t look the same. 
There are many homes that 
are gone from my city, those 
that were on the beach or 
close to it. But I have to see 
for myself.” 

There are still some dis¬ 
tant relatives, mostly cous¬ 
ins living in coastal areas, 
who are unaccounted for. 

"You can imagine our 
concern,” said Art Viola, 
former Lord Mayor and 
councillor of NOTL." 

His relatives are mosdy 
in Manilla and are fine. 

He is staying home to 
look after the dogs and 
grandchildren, he said, 
while Julie goes to care for 
her mother. 

He and Julie lived in 
Roxas City when they were 
younger, and have a place 
there, which has broken 
windows from a roof that 
flew off another building. It 
is rented out, but again, 
everyone is fine, he said. 

Julie was trying to collect 
medicine to take with her 
when she leaves on the first 
plane out she could get,

Kudos to all involved in food truck resolution 


It began as a highly emotional 
debate, lots of passion from both sides, 
not surprising in Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

But what is a little out of the ordi¬ 
nary is the conflict seems to have been 
resolved with a demonstration of com¬ 
promise, reason and logic, and an 
admission that there is enough of an 
appetite to go around. 

Town politicians dealt with recom¬ 
mendations from the development 
committee Monday regulating gour¬ 
met food trucks, a debate that began 
about six months ago with its share of 
controversy and zeal from both sides— 
the event managers who see the appeal 
of food trucks, along with the food 
truck operators themselves, on one 
side, with the restaurant owners who 
pay taxes on bricks and mortar loca¬ 
tions and feared an unfair level of com¬ 
petition on the other. 

And at a public meeting Monday, 
those who spoke supported the regula¬ 
tions - food truck operators, event 
planners and restaurant owners all saw 
the proposed policy as a reasoned 
approach that seems fair to everyone. 

One food truck operator would pre¬ 
fer a longer run at a winery—except for 
special events, a food truck can only 
remain for 24 hours one day a week at 
one location. 


But the regulations are intended to 
support food trucks at wineries with¬ 
out having them replace permanent 
kitchens or restaurants, and one day a 
week, every week of the year, seems 
logical and fair. 

There is room in the policy for 
exceptions, such as events that host 
several food trucks, but exceptions can 
be handled through special event per- 

Other regulations include keeping 
the gourmet food trucks off Queen St. 
and out of the downtown area, which 
seems appropriate. To date, that 
doesn’t seem to have been an issue. 
There have been no reports of food 
trucks parked outside a restaurant, as 
has been a problem in Toronto and 
other major cities. And the proposed 
Town regulations ensure this isn’t 
going to happen in Niagara-on-the- 

Congratulations to those who pre¬ 
sented a reasoned approach when 
crafting the regulations, and to all the 
stakeholders who are accepting them 
as a middle ground that can work for 
all involved. And for those of us who 
live and work in NOTL and who enjoy 
visiting food trucks and local restau¬ 
rants, we get the best of both worlds. 
Thanks for that.

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Remembrance Day brings memories of air-raid sirens, parcels from Canada 


Pile of leaves 
and dirt with a

We all experience dif¬ 
ferent things when it 
comes to Remembrance 
Day. 

For my generation it is 
the memories of a young 
person and accepting the 
fact that most of my 
friend's dads were called 
up and went away to work 
like my dad (he was in the 
Merchant Navy). 

So even though our 
memories are all differ¬ 
ent, I notice the scary 
parts still remain. I still 
remember the relief of 
coming out of the air raid 
shelter when the “all 
clear" sounded and see-

ing our house was still 
there, and our exit delayed 
by a neighbour who insist¬ 
ed she could still hear a 
bomber's engines (the 
engine throbbed). Then it 
was discovered the engine 
sounds were coming from 
a large tiger-striped cat a 
neighbour had brought in 
to keep it safe. 

Canada featured 
strongly in my war memo¬ 
ries. My aunt and her 
family lived in Toronto 


and she sent wonderful 
parcels. 

She visited all the rum¬ 
mage sales until all her 
nieces and nephews had 
siren suits “ actually ski 
suits which we put on over 
our pyjamas at the first 
wail of the air-raid siren. 

The siren closest to us 
sounded just like the one 
that used to be on the old 
fire hall on King Street. 
(My heart rate changed 
every time it went off, 
even after all those 
years). 

I envied my younger 
brother - he would sleep 
through the whole thing. 

Where Canada excelled 
was in the wonderful par¬ 
cels - not only for our siren 
suits—there would be a 
can of salmon, jello, a can 
of fruit and for good mea¬ 
sure some chewing gum 
and chocolate. These 


goodies were kept for the 
next birthday or special 
occasion. Salmon sand¬ 
wiches and a trifle meant 
we shared the treats with 
friends. 

I will always remember 
the day one of our neigh¬ 
bour's daughters came to 
our door with a plate con¬ 
taining three doughnuts 

more so they were a spe¬ 
cial treat. We had just set¬ 
tled at the table all set for 
our treat when there was a 
terrible banging at the 
door and shouting— 
"don't eat them." Well, it 
turned out our young cook 
had tossed them in salt 
instead of castor sugar. 
But all was not lost—we 
washed the salt off, patted 
them dry, tossed them in 
sugar and enjoyed. 

My mother and her 
friends volunteered for all 


kinds of jobs through the 
Women's Volunteer 
Service. She helped one 
day a week at the Royal 
Navy Canteen and one 
day a week at the Canadian 
Navy canteen. There was 
the Red Cross and the 
Make do and Mend—that 
would be where the moms 
learned how to make 
pants for a little boy out of 

sers from a grown up. 

Then there were the 
regular sales of work for 
the Prisoner of War 
Fund—every street had 
one of them. 

My specialty was book 
marks - a hand-painted 
scene on a strip of heavy, 
plain paper with some 
embroidery floss looped 
on the end. It was quite 
some time after the war 
before my parents discov¬ 
ered that I had used all 


the fly-leafs out of their 
books as my paper supply 
- well, it was for a good 

Yes, there is lots to 
remember but no good is 


the bad stuff. We should 
learn from it all, yet when 
we watch the news from 
around the world we have 
to wonder—do we really 
learn anything? 

But let us stay positive 
- on Tuesday, Nov. 28 we 
have the Horticultural 
Society annual general 
meeting at the Community 
Centre. It's a potiuck din¬ 
ner so call Kathy 
Humphries at 905 262- 
5218 for details.

A pilot project from November 
to April will allow residents living 
on Old Town streets to park at 
metered spaces, with a $50 permit. 

In November 2012, Hartley 
Strauss of Victoria St. submitted a 
proposal to the town for a seasonal 
parking permit program. It 
excludes residents on Queen St., 
and businesses, cottage rentals 
and bed and breakfasts, which 
have their own parking rules and 
regulations. 

It allows for one vehicle per 
household to be parked in a 
metered space during the winter 
months, when the streets are not 

A $50 fee for a parking permit is 
to cover administration costs, a 
Town staff report says. 

The pilot program is recom¬ 
mended to allow staff to review 
and assess how well the program 
works before making it permanent.

1812 legacy event

It’s an event that has been three 
years in the making, and with about 
three weeks to go, it’s at the stage 
where there are just a few final fin¬ 
ishing touches to be added before 
the big show. 

Niagara on Fire will begin with a 
preview following the Candlelight 
Stroll Friday, Dec. 6, as Queen St. is 
lit up as if on fire, with a sound and 
light spectacle projected on the 
front of the Court House. 

But the main event, the premiere 
of a dramatic video depicting the 
burning of the town, with flames 
and fireworks lighting up the sky, 
will be shown outdoors on a giant 
screen beginning at 6 p.m. Saturday, 
Dec. 7. 

“This is an event that has been 
put together by the people of 
Niagara for the people of Niagara," 
says Tony Chisholm, chairman of 
the fundraising committee for the 

Most of the work has been done 


by a strong and talented group of 
local volunteers, including “an 
immense screen that would with¬ 
stand a hurricane,” he says. 

And most of it has been paid for 
by local businesses and individu¬ 
als. 

“The video is amazing, so 
impressive. It's going to be spec¬ 
tacular.” 

When volunteers began discuss¬ 
ing how to commemorate this 
important historic event, they ini¬ 
tially talked about actually burning 
something on the Commons to 
represent the torching of the town 
by fleeing Americans. 

But that didn’t seem safe or 
appropriate, so the idea of a video 
portraying the burning was settled 
on, and the work began. 

Rob Mackenzie of Quartek 
Group was the brains behind the 
screen. 

“It took some time trying to fig¬ 
ure it out and modelling it,” he 

“I'm an architect, and although 
it’s not a building, there are a lot of 
aligned interests. And the people at 
Quartek were very helpful in help¬ 
ing to fill in the blanks. The biggest 
challenge was looking at what we 
had to face.”

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Shaw Festival wraps season with biggest box office ever 


Two big shows 
at Festival 
Theatre fill 
seats, increase

Two huge hits have 
helped the Shaw Festival 
post a record-breaking box 
office in 2013. 

Combined, the musical 
Guys and Dolls and Oscar 
Wilde drama Lady 
Windermere’s Fan were 


seen by 140,067 people dur¬ 
ing the seven-month sea¬ 
son, more than half of the 
festival’s total attendance of 
270,570. 

It pushed box office rev¬ 
enues past $16 million, the 
highest total in the Shaw’s 
history. 

“We’re really excited 
about that, because we 
didn't budget to do that," 
says executive director 
Elaine Calder. “So this is 
really going to help our bot- 

But Calder is hesitant to 
call 2013 the Shaw’s biggest 
season ever. Going by total 
attendance, some past sea¬ 


sons topped 300,000, which 
is the real barometer for 
success. This year's atten¬ 
dance was up 10% over 
2012, but it was still a far cry 
from Shaw’s peak years in 
the '90s. 

“We still have not recov¬ 
ered from that first decade 
of the 2000s," she says. 
“We’re all struggling to get 
back. 

“We’re sustainable, we’re 
balancing our budgets and 
making a bit of profit, but 
we’re just not seeing the 
great numbers of people 
that used to come flooding 
(here), especially over the 


Canadian attendance 
rose sharply this season, up 
19% in the Golden 
Horseshoe area and 14.3% 
in Toronto. Audiences from 
theU.S. and abroad account¬ 
ed for one-third of Shaw’s 
total attendance. 

Calder says this was a 
rare season without a weak 
link in the line-up. 
Attendance in all four the¬ 
atres was steady, with hits 
likeW. Somerset Maugham’s 
Our Betters and Brian Friel’s 
Faith Healer generating 
strong buzz. 

At the 200-seat Studio 
Theatre, Tom Stoppard’s 
Arcadia sold out every per¬ 


formance before it even 
opened. 

Guys and Dolls at the 
856-seat Festival Theatre 
was the season’s biggest hit 
by far, seen by 85,342 people 
over 127 performances. This 
topped last season’s 
Ragtime, but was far short 
of the company’s all-time 
biggest hit, My Fair Lady in 
2011, seen by 95,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

Lady Windermere’s Fan, 
also at the Festival Theatre, 
played to 76.1% capacity 
over 84 performances. 

"What has to work here is 
the Festival Theatre,” says 
Calder. “We have to have 


two big shows in the Festival, 
and this year we did again.” 

Full financial details of 
the 2013 season will be 
unveiled at the Shaw’s 
annual general meeting Jan. 
31. Calder expects a "nice, 
comfortable surplus." 

Next season's line-up 
includes Cabaret and The 
Philadelphia Story at the 
Festival Theatre. Tickets go 
on sale to the general public

Rochelle Dickenson, a 
busy Niagara-on-the-Lake 
mother of four, is launching 
an ambitious initiative to 
help develop relationships 
between the young girls in 
the community and senior 
women. 

The idea came about 
when she read a letter in the 
Advance, shortly after the 
community centre opened, 
from a teenager who was 
disappointed with her first 
visit to the centre’s gym. She 
felt her presence was not 
appreciated by a senior cou¬ 
ple, who while exercising 
discussed whether the age 
requirement at the fitness 


centre should be raised. 

Dickenson took from that 
letter a general lack of 
understanding and respect 
between generations, and 
decided on her plan to repair 
that gap. 

It’s called the Pink 
Butterfly Project, with a goal 
of matching senior women 
who have something to 
teach to young girls who are 
interested in learning. 

It could be knitting, sew¬ 
ing, baking, canning and 
preserving—the skills that 
are traditionally passed 
down from one generation 
to another. 

And while learning a skill, 
young girls may learn under¬ 
standing and respect of an 
older generation, while 
seniors learn to understand 
young people, to help them 
"co-exist in the same space 
on an intergenerational 
level. 

"Information can be 
passed both ways. It seems 
like a good way to bridge the 
generation gap, and in the 
meantime, ensure skills 


aren't lost over generations," 
says Dickenson, who is con¬ 
cerned that too many young 
people think food only 
comes from grocery stores, 
without understanding the 
many processes that get it 
there, or are unable to hem 
their own pants or sew on a 
button.

“I looked at what was 
missing in my own life,” 
she says. 

“I miss my grandpar¬ 
ents. They have ail passed 
away. They never knew 
their grandchildren." 

When she knew her 
father's father was ill, she 
wanted to learn the story 
of his life so she could pass 
it on to her children, and 


by necessity, had to cover a 
lot of ground in just a few 
sittings. She has his cook¬ 
books—she used to cook 
with him—and is grateful 
she can give the books and 
the knowledge she 
acquired from her grand¬ 
father along to her chil- 

“This is not about teach¬ 
ing arts and crafts, this is 
about passing on tangible 
skills that help us in soci¬ 
ety,” she says. 

"I look at it as an oppor¬ 
tunity for older women to 
mentor young girls and 
teach them domestic arts 
we’re taken for granted in 
past generations.” 

And for those who won¬ 


der why boys won’t have 
the same opportunity to 
learn from senior men, she 
says, her husband Eldean 
is working on a parallel 
groupcalledtheTransitions 
program.
